Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to presenting information related to a generator on a display, 
classified in class 700, subclass 286. 

II. Claims 1 8-26, drawn to inhibiting operation of a generator in response to an 
undesireable condition received from an operating condition source, classified in 
class 700, subclass 292. 

III. Claims 27-47, 56-62, drawn to a generator configured to charge a battery, 
classified in class 320, subclass 107. 

IV. Claims 48-55, drawn to controlling a generator based on historical operation of 
the generator, classified in class 700, subclass 291. 

V. Claims 63-70, drawn to an enclosure for an electronic device, classified in class 
49, subclass 507. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, III, IV, and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are 
not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In 
the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as inhibiting the operation of the 
generator when a vehicle ignition is switched to an on position. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III, IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
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obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as presenting an icon on the display. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as charging the battery if the battery 
state of charge is low. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I-IV and V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, 
and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions of the 
generator and enclosure have different modes of operation. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
